ESPN anchor 
apologizes for 
lining script

Sportswriter Kevin Ding heard famil- 
iar words when he tuned into ESPN on 
Tuesday night— words that he wrote for 
his Orange County Register column two 
days earlier. 

ESPN anchor Will Selva apologized 
Wednesday for lifting the opening para- 
graphs of Ding’s 
Sunday preview of 
the Los Angeles 
Lakers’ battle with 
the San Antonio 
Spurs for his report 
on ESPN’s “High- 
light Express” 
show 

“I made a hor- 
rible mistake and Em deeply sorry” Selva 
said in a written statement. “I did not live 
up to my high standards or ESPN’s.” 

The mistake happened when Selva 
pasted Ding’s sentences into his script as 
background for his writing, he said. 

“In this case, I cut and pasted the story 
with every intention of writing my own,” 
Selva said. “I simply forgot and I com- 
pletely understand why this is a major 
problem. 

“I sincerely apologize for my sloppi- 
ness, especially to Kevin Ding, viewers 
and colleagues.” 

Ding, who got fodder for another col- 
umn out of the incident, showed a sense 
of humor while making his point. 

“Hey, Will Selva of ESPNEWS,” he 
wrote Wednesday “Glad you liked my last 
column so much. Try not to plagiarize it 
next time.” 

Ding wrote he turned on ESPN in his 
hotel room after covering the Lakers- 
Spurs game Tuesday night. 

“Imagine my shock when anchor Will 
Selva proceeded to use the first several 
paragraphs of my column looking for- 
ward to the game as his lead-in to the 
highlights,” Ding wrote. “I mean, word 
for word.” 

Ding even offered his own apology to 
Selva. “Honestly it wasn’t my best lead, 
come to think of it. Sorry about that. 
Will.” 

ESPN did not reveal whether Selva 
was punished, but network spokesman 
Josh Krulewitz did said the incident was 
taken “extremely seriously and we’ve tak- 
en appropriate action.”

There’s generally no shortage of aggravated 
travelers, but as far as years go, 2010 seems 
to have gone above and beyond in irritating 
the moving masses. 

Last year on Christmas Day, a Nigerian 
man was accused of attempting to detonate 
explosives hidden in his underwear aboard a 
Northwest Airlines flight. That incident got 
the air travel year off to a rocky start with a 
rush put on the deployment of the now-in- 
famous full-body scanners, which critics caU 
virtual strip searches. 

Add an onslaught of bag fees hikes in Janu- 
ary and you have a delicious recipe for dis- 
gruntlement. In April, Spirit Airlines heaped 
it on with a fee for carry-ons stowed in over- 
head bins. Eortunately the major carriers 
didn’t follow boldly in Spirit’s footsteps. 

On a positive note, airline passenger pro- 
tections designed to reduce long tarmac de- 


lays went into effect in April, and the new 
rules have dramatically cut the number of 
domestic tarmac strandings lasting more 
than three hours, without causing a notice- 
able increase in flight cancellations. Elights 
on international carriers— as we’ve seen dur- 
ing this week’s Snowpocalypse — are not sub- 
ject to the same rules. 

We aU learned that air travel and ash 
clouds don’t mix this spring when a volcanic 
eruption in Iceland grounded thousands of 
flights across Europe, stranding travelers on 
both sides of the pond for days. 

And there’s no lack of examples of travel- 
ers behaving badly: Just this week an airline 
passenger smacked a fellow traveler who 
wouldn’t turn off his iPhone as their flight 
was taxiing for takeoff 

Angry with the ill-behaved masses, flight 
attendant Steven Slater channeled his out- 
rage into one of the most spectacular take- 


this-job-and-shove-it moments in recent 
memory in August. 

Thanksgiving brought the usual travel 
rush and a new catchphrase in “don’t touch 
my junk,” prompted by the Transportation 
Security Administration’s implementation 
of enhanced pat-down screening procedures 
for some travelers. 

The uproar over the pat-downs didn’t 
amount to much during the peak Thanks- 
giving travel period, and the Christmas holi- 
day has been plagued with a wintry weather 
snarl on roads and at airports in the U.S. and 
Europe. 

AU this on top of the quiet (and not-so- 
quiet) battles waged daUy on planes— from 
reclining seat wars to critics of crying babies. 

Why do we heap all this hassle on our- 
selves? The magic’s in the destination— and 
getting there does make for some of the best 
travel tales.

CTA TO ROLL OUT 
LONG-AWAITED 
TRAIN TRACKER 
PILOT PROGRAM 
NEXT MONTH

Sick of wasting time waiting for the “E? 

Come January rail travelers in Chicago 
may be able to make their trips more efficient 
when the CTA launches its long-awaited Train 
Tracker pilot program. Similar to the popular 
Bus Tracker application, the Train Tracker will 
post arrival times on a designated website 
that will refresh about every 30 seconds. 

CTA president Rich Rodriguez said Thurs- 
day that the new system will track trains on 
all eight rail lines, making travel on the CTA 
“more convenient and reliable” because peo- 
ple will have the information needed to “bet- 
ter plan their trips.” 

The CTA and the Regional Transportation 
Authority have struggled for years to resolve 
timing issues with the planned Train Tracker 
system. 

Since April, select CTA stations have been 
testing estimated arrival times on electric dis- 
plays. As part of the pilot that will officially 
launch in early January there will be electric 
signs at 10 CTA stations providing arrival 
information at either the platform or mez- 
zanine levels. The CTA declined to provide 
further information Thursday on the sign lo- 
cations. 

The pilot system will generate times using 
scheduling information and data collected by 
the CTAs QuickTrak program, which moni- 


tors signaling systems and indicates when a 
portion of the track is in use. The arrival pre- 
dictions, given in 15-minute increments, will 
be calculated by averaging the travel times of 
the last five trains to move across a given por- 
tion of the track, the CTA said. 

Since the system requires averaging mul- 
tiple train travel times, it will not be able 
to predict the first “E’ trains that run in the 
morning. 

The CTA declined to give further details on 
the tracking improvements until the January 


unveiling. However, agency officials stressed 
that the pilot would “not have the accuracy 
of programs such as CTA Bus Tracker, which 
uses global position system technology” The 
agency also acknowledged that it will make 
adjustments in the future to improve the train 
tracking. 

The CTA Bus Tracker program was 
launched in 2006 and uses GPS technology 
to track the progress of all CTA buses ap- 
proaching about 12,000 bus stops in the city 
and suburbs. 


Like the Bus Tracker system, CTA custom- 
ers soon will be able to track trains on their 
computers or smart phones. 

To view arrival times, customers will go to 
a beta site, which the CTA will announce in 
January and select their preferred rail line and 
station. People will have the option of sorting 
by track, route, or arrival time. 

During the pilot period, the agency also has 
encouraged customers to contact the CTA 
to provide feedback at feedback@transit 
chicago.com.

Textbook under fire 
for its historic mistakes 


A panel of historians has found an 
“appalling” number of factual errors 
in a new 4th grade history textbook used 
in many Virginia school districts, one of 
the experts said. 

The panelists vetted the book “Our 
Virginia: Past and Present” at the state’s 
request, after it drew national scrutiny for 
its controversial assertion that during the 
Civil War, units of black soldiers fought on 
the Confederate side. 

Among the mistakes noted by the three 


reviewers: The War of Independence be- 
gan in 1775, not 1776. George Washington 
did not preside over a Continental Con- 
gress in 1785; he presided over the Con- 
stitutional Convention in 1787. America 
joined World War I in 1917, not 1916. 

The panelists also dismissed as unfound- 
ed the assertion that significant numbers 
of African-Americans fought for the South 
during the Civil War. 

The historical inaccuracies “are appall- 
ing in number,” retired professor Ronald 


Heinemann said in his report to the Vir- 
ginia Department of Education. 

Brent Tarter, a retired librarian, said the 
book needs more than 140 corrections. 

The publisher of the book. Five Ponds 
Press, did not respond to inquiries 
Wednesday But in an e-mail to the Wash- 
ington Post, which first reported the con- 
troversy Five Ponds owner Lou Scolnik 
wrote, “Most of the items you reference 
have been identified” and will be addressed 
in the book’s next printing.

Green Bay says it won’t kick 
to Bears’ dangerous return man

GREEN BAY Packers coach Mike McCarthy called it “top secret.” Several 
other Packers refused to show their hands. 

Packers special teams standout Jarrett Bush was far more forthcom- 
ing. According to Bush, the Packers will do everything they can Sunday 
afternoon to make sure Bears return ace Devin Hester doesn’t touch the 
football. 

“I don’t think so,” Bush said when asked if the Packers would kick to 
Hester. “If he does, it’s going to be an accident.” 

With Hester in the midst of his finest year, it’s easy to see why the Pack- 
ers will do all they can to avoid him. 

Hester leads the NFL in punt return average at 17. i yards and has scored 
three touchdowns. Hester also averages an NFL-best 35.6 yards per kick- 
off return, though his 12 attempts aren’t enough to qualify 

“There are a lot of great returners, but he’s probably the best ever,” 
Packers punter Tim Masthay said. “He presents a serious challenge.” 

While the Packers would like simply to kick away from Hester, those 
results can be painful as well. 

On kickoffs, teams have tried to kick short of Hester. But the Bears 
have put gifted return men Danieal Manning (26.0) and Johnny Knox 
(24.4) in front of Hester. 

On punts, Masthay may elect to boot the ball out of bounds, but then 
he loses substantial distance. 

That dilemma makes it easy to see why the Bears rank first in the NFL 
in average starts on drives (31 1/2-yard line). 

“The thing that sets him {apart} is he can accelerate at a tremendous 
rate,” Packers special teams coach Shawn Slocum said of Hester. “He goes 
o-to-60 faster than other people do.” 


A HOME-FIELD DISADVANTAGE FOR BEARS?

Pro Bowler and defensive captain Brian 
Urlacher said Thursday the Soldier Field turf 
hurts the Bears defense. Call it turf woe. 

“I don’t know about the beat-up part, 
but the footing at Soldier Field has been 
horrible,” he said at Halas Hall. “We’ve all 
seen that. You watch us on film. Our D- 
line slipped. It’s hard. We’re a fast team. 


“I think when you get us on a {Soldier 
Field] surface like that, it kind of takes 
a little bit of our speed.

Head-screaming, stomach-churning, mind-fogging torture. It^s a 
hangover— a New Year’s Day tradition as reliable as the overpriced 
gin and tonics downed the night before. 

Pinpointing the supposed “cure” for hangovers is a debate fought 
in bars and living rooms across the globe. Some choose to drink wa- 
ter, and plenty of it, while others prefer to sweat it out or sleep it off 
No matter what tricks you use, though, one thing is certain: At some 
point, you need to eat. 

‘Alcohol is an irritant to the lining of the stomach and ... food will reduce 
the acid indigestion associated with alcohol,” said Russell Robertson, professor and 
chair of the Department of Family and Community Medicine at the Northwestern 
University Feinberg School of Medicine.

Whether it’s an afternoon nibble or a 4 a.m. 
taco feast, eating can be a major step to exit- 
ing hangover-town, according to books such 
as “The Quick-Fix Hangover Detox” by Jane 
Scrivner, and the new “The Hungover Cook- 
book” by Milton Crawford, serving up solu- 
tions including fresh fruit to replace vitamins. 

Why fresh frxxit? According to Robertson, 
“research suggests that consumption of fruits 
( 1 ), fruit juices or other sugar-containing liq- 
uids can decrease hangover intensity” Rehy- 
drating right when you wake up also may dull 
the pain in your head and stomach, he said. 

Mike Ryan, head bartender at River North 
cocktail lotmge Sable Kitchen & Bar, gets his 
go-to hangover cure straight from the kids’ 
pharmacy section. 

“I start with some Advil and wash it down 


with some green Chartreuse (2)— a little hair 
of the dog— and then it’s Pedialyte.” 

Pedialyte prevents dehydration in sick chil- 
dren, but for Ryan, it’s just the thing to get him 
feeling well enough to hit a diner for some- 
thing greasy Preferably Ryan said, something 
like The SHnger (a monster breakfast combo of 
hash browns, fried onions, hamburger, cheese, 
chiH and more) at The Diner Grill in Lakeview 

For Daily Webb, owner of Lakeview pub 
Blokes & Birds, only one cure does the job. 

“The only thing I want is pancakes with 
peanut butter and bananas and lots of syrup,” 
Webb said of his hangover eating cravings. 
Comfort foods such as these maybe appealing 
the morning after a wild night because they 
seem soothing. But more likely it’s the carbs, 
according to Scrivner’s “The Quick-Fix.” Ab- 
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sorbent and bland items such as toast ( 3 ), oat- 
meal and plain bagels all are good choices to 
counteract a night-before binge. 

Eating before going out also may be key to 
avoiding bad hangovers. Drinking on a full 
stomach is best, because the food can slow 
the absorption of booze, Robertson said. 

“While any food can slow the body’s absorp- 
tion of alcohol, fat does it best,” he said. “So go 
for steak or pizza before your first drink.” 

But while water, fruits, spices and carbs 
work to help ease the effect, the best advice 
on hangovers is simple: Drink less. 

“It’s better to not get a hangover than try to 
prevent one,” Robertson said.

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Oprah ready to OWN it

She already is the most influential woman on TV, publishes a maga- 
zine, has starred in movies, opened a school in South Africa and is one 
of America’s biggest celebrity philanthropists. 

So why is Oprah Winfrey taking perhaps the biggest gamble in her 
life and launching a cable TV network this weekend? Because she be- 
lieves people are hungry for shows that entertain, inspire and offer 
what she calls “mindful television.” 

“What I want to do is build a channel that is a respite for your mind, 
an oasis of stimulation that you come away from with little pieces of 
light,” Winfrey 56, told Parade magazine in an interview this week. 
“I’m aiming for a moment where somebody could say, ‘I never thought 
of it that way before.’ I just love that.” 

Three years in the making, the Oprah Winfrey Network (OWN) 
kicks off Saturday with a weekend of “sneak peeks” into the array of 
largely female-oriented original series, lifestyle and advice shows that 
viewers can expect in the first year. 

OWN, a venture between Winfrey’s Harpo and Discovery Commu- 
nications, will be available in about 80 million homes. 

The OWN launch has brought with it some uncharacteristic anxi- 
ety for Winfrey who will end her popular daytime chat program, “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show,” in May after 25 years. 

She told her magazine, “O,” that she has “never felt such fear in aU 
my life” than she has in launching OWN in a crowded TV market 
packed with hundreds of cable channels.

Oprah Winfrey will appear in only 70 hours of programs in 
2011, but the OWN schedule has the unmistakable flavor of 
uplifting tales, self-improvement and struggles in the face of 
adversity that has come to be known as “Oprahfication.” 

The lineup includes: 

» A four-part special bringing together health, wealth and 
relationship experts Dr. Phil McGraw, Suze Orman and 
Dr. Mehmet Oz. 

» Reality shows focusing on the fractious relationships 
between movie stars Tatum O’Neal and her father, Ryan 
O’Neal, and country singers Wynonna Judd and her mother, 
Naomi Judd. 

» Dr. Laura Berman will deliver frank sex and relationship 
therapy in one show. 

» In the reality series “Kidnapped by the Kids,” children force 
their parents to ditch work for family time. 

» “Finding Sarah,” featuring disgraced British royal Sarah 
Ferguson, the Duchess of York, was inspired by a confessional 
TV interview between the two women earlier this year. 

» Winfrey will be seen initially in a behind-the-scenes program 
about her final season of her chat show. She will later appear 
in an OWN travel series called “Oprah’s Next Chapter.” reuters

They don’t know Jack 

While frequently emphasizing the need to keep matters legal or 
close to it, D.C. lobbyist Jack Abramoff (Kevin Spacey) involves 
himself in a number of ethically questionable situations along with 
his similarly unscrupulous business partner, Mike Scanlon (Barry 
Pepper). The result: a lot of political back-scratching and an 
eventual FBI investigation. 

The buzz: The real-life account of Abramoff ’s shady operation al- 
ready was chronicled in Alex Gibney’s effective documentary “Casino 
Jack and the United States of Money” whose themes of greed and 
extreme influence extended into Charles Ferguson’s “Inside Job” as 
well. “Casino Jack,” which is merely “inspired” by real events, has its 
work cut out for it to shed additional light on recent history 

The verdict: “Casino Jack” tackles the ultimate fall of Abramoff 
with an almost stunning lack of authenticity That stems from the 
ridiculous, constantly distracting miscasting of Spacey and a narra- 
tive with little social context. While “The Social Network” made 
a true-life enigma like Mark Zuckerberg more fascinating without 
fawning over him, “Casino Jack” suggests that Abramoff, a huge fan of 
movies who produced a couple of Dolph Lundgren films, is a brilliant 
manipulator with a few good intentions and a weakness for convinc- 
ing himself that ends justily means. For a story about two-faced 
politicians and lobbyists, “Casino Jack” offers no sense of the hubris 
and lack of oversight in Washington. Instead, it sees Jack the way Jack 
sees himself, not the way he actually is.
